BURIED IN 
SPAN SLIDE 


Vancouver Project Reports 
First Serious Mishap— 
Both Are Saved 


VANCOUVER, Oct. 26—A 32- 
year-old mucker was rescued last 
night from the bottom of a 40-foot 
bridge anchor cable hole where he 
hed been almost completely buried 
2% hours earlier by a cave-in.

and $34,413 by the municipal gov-| 
ernments. On the amount assumed 
by the Beverly council $32,129 is 
still owing the provincial govern- 
ment 

In addition to this amount owing 
| the provincial government there is 
| $23,000 owing to the five Edmon- 
| ton hospitals for care of Beverly 
indigents. Also in addition to the 
$32,000 owing the provincial gov-| 
|ernment for relief payments the

Rowe, M.P., conceived the idea of | 
establishing a co-operative mine. | 
This was proceeded with and in 
1932 a company was formed and the 
mine put into operation, the shaft 
of the mine being the site of the 
well. In 1933 the company was ad- 
judged bankrupt, and the assets 
sold to E. I. Clarke, who had loan- 
ed $16,000 to the co-operative com- 
pany. 

From 1932 until the present time 
the coal mine operations in Beverly 
had been a lively topic of argument 
in council] and amongst the resi- 
dents, he stated. This matter absorbed 
the attention of the town council 
to such a degree that it ignored the 
orders of the Board of Public Util- 
ities relative to the operation of the 
town. 

This ignoring of orders had led to 
further confusion and also to an 
expensive law-suit brought by a 
mining engineer engaged to check 
on the mining operations of the 
Beverly Coal Company. 

Mr. Rushton also mentioned that 
H. A. Mackie, K-C., had been em- 
| ployed on a law suit and had been 
advanced certain monies for expert 
witness fees. Mr. Mackie nad sub-
